Inclement Weather Keeps Down the 
Attendance. 


The Day Breaks Clear, but Rain 
Sets in at Noon. 


Less Than Sixty Thousand Pay to Enter 
the Gates—Nearly All the Eastern 
State Buildings Were 
Closed. 


Ey Telegraph to The Times 

Cuicaco, June 4. —[By the Associated 
Press.] The second open Sunday at the 
fair dawped bright and clear and un- 
comiortably warm. The transportation 
companies prepared all facilities in an- 
ticipation of an immense business. Up 
to 1 o’clock they carried upward of 
35,000 people to.the White City. 
About that time clouds came up, and 
shortly rain began falling in torrents, 
the wind blew a gale and lightning 
played in a most uncomfortable man- 
ner. Very few braved such weather, 
and inconsequence there were less than 
60,000 paid admissions for the day. 
The visitors were largely of the work- 
ing class accompanied by their 
families, and nearly all — brought 
lunch baskets. Machinery Hall was 
crowded pretty much aii day, as was 
the Fine Art building and manufacture 
building. Nearly aillthe Eastern State 
buildings were closed tothe pubuic, 
while a majority of the Western and 
Middle States’ buildings were kept 
open. Krupp’s big guns were put 
through a mimic drill this morning, 
being handied exactly as in active ser- 
Vice, exceptthat they were not fired. 
According to the registers in nearly 
every State building Western people 
are coming to tae fair in much greater 
numbers than those living inthe East. 
The result of the investigation today 
shows the following number of people 
registered at the following State build- 
ings among others, Illinois, of course, 
leads the list, and Michigan is second, 
with 9000; Montana, Arizona, 65; 
New Mexice, 50; Utah, 800; Idaho, 
200; Washington, 1000. Some States 
keep no registers.

St. Petensruné, June 4.—|By Cable 
and Associated Press.| It transpired 
yesterday that, while the Czar was in 
Moscow recently, the church of the 
Chudov monastery, within the Kremlin, 
was plundered of a vast amount of plate 
and money. The plate had just 
been used in ceremonies attend- 
ant upon the reception of the Czar 
and not yet returned to the vaults 
where it is usually kept. The total loss 
is estimated at between 2,500,000 and 
3,000,000 roubles.

MINE 


Terrible Disaster Near Eagle 
Pass, Tex. 


Flames and Smoke Issue from the 
Air-shafts. 


Twenty-six Unfortunates Imprisoned 
in the Death-trap. 


Several Charred Bodies Already Brought 
to the Surface—The Managers of 
the Property Piaced Under 
Arrest, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Eaotie Pass (Tex.,) June 4.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Fire started last 
nightin the Fuente coal mines, ope- 
rated by the Mexican International 
Railway, four miles from here. At 4 
o’clock yesterday evening, shortly after 
a locomotive with a train of loaded cars 
left the mine the entrance to the mine 
was discovered on fire, and smoke and 
flames were seen issuing out of the air 
shatfs. About one-half of the miners 
were working near the main tunnel, and 
these made their escape, leaving 
twenty-six of their number to perish 
from the heat, smoke and poisonous 
gases which spread like lightning to 
every portion of the mines. 

When it was seen that all efforts to 
rescue the iraprisoned miners were use- 
less, every energy was directed to sav- 
ing property from destruction. Water 
was poured on the burning timbers, and 
in three hours the fire Was under con- 
trol. At 12 o’clock today one body was 
rescued, and shortly thereafter another, 
fearfully scorched and blackened, was 
brought to the syrface. It is believed 
by tomorrow the mine will be cleared of 
heat and smoke, which is at present 
impossible to cope with, and all the 
bodies will berecovered. Allthe miners

Hundreds of people visited the scene 
today, and the smoke still issuing from 
fire shafts impresses all with the folly 
of hoping that any of the imprisoned 
miners are yet alive.

Immediately afterward Freiherr 
Marshall von Bieherstein, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, introduced to the Em- 
peror Theodore Runyon, Mr. Phelp’s 
successor.

Wasninotox, June 4.—[By the Assoc 
ciated Press.j| The decision of the Sa- 
preme Conort upon the. Chinese Excia- 
sion Act, recently delivered, may pos- 
sibly havea much wider scope and af- 
fect a greater variety of persons thas 
was probably forseen by the associate 
jastices who joined with Mr. Gray inde- 
claring itto be the law of the land, 
The volume of ‘Foreign Relations for 
1892,’’ just published, contains a case 
in point wherein arguments. used by 
a foreign government are in suggestive 
parallel with those outlined by Justice 
Gray im announcing the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The circumstances of the case 
were: Leon Spitzer, bornin Vienna, 
Austria, emigrated to the United 
States, was naturalized in New York, 
returned to Vitona in 1890. In 


March 1892, Spitzer was notified by” 


the authorities that he would be exz- 
pelled from Anstria. Minister Grant 
bronght the case to the attention of 
Count Kalnoky, protesting that the 
treatment of Spitzer was in violation of 
the treaty of 1870 between Austria- 
Hangary and the United States guaran- 
teeing certain rights and protectiog 
thereof to citizens of the respective 
countries. 

Replying to Minister Grant’s com- 
plaint, the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
said Spitzer’s immigration to the United 
States was manifestly for the purpose 
of evading military duty, and that the 
expulsion of such individuals was based 
upon considerations of pubile order, 
andthatevery State has the right to 
expel foreigners from its territory for 
reasons as above stated, and the ques- 
tion whether and when reasons for 
such expulsion exist can be judged oniy 
by an internal point of view. This 
sentiment accords with views expressed 
by Justice Gray, and the language is 
quite similar. Minister Grant notified 
Count Kalmoky that this Govern- 
ment couk not accept such an 
interpretation of the treaty. In 
this position he Was supported 
by Secretary Foster, who, in a dispatch 
dated July 23, 1892, said that so long as 
the treaty remains in force the United

New Westminster (B. C.,) June 4.—

nese for the purpose of getting fishing 
licenses. Several speeches were made, 
and it was pointed out that the fisher- 
men are gradually being crowded ont by 
Japs and Chinese.

CURE FOR WRITERS’ CRAMP. 


Steel Pens Must Be Abandoned in Favor 
of Quills or Pencils. 

“With allthe advance that has been 
made in steel pens,’’ said Charles L. 
Kilbourn to a reporter of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, ‘‘nothing has yet been 
produced to equal the old-fashioned 
quill for easy writing and for facility in 
making strokes of varYing thickness. 
lt is true we have quills today, but, un- 
fortunately, cutting a quill is one of the 
lost arts, and it is very difficult nowa- 
days to find a man or woman who can 
prepare a quill with that beautiful 
accuracy which was one of the accom- 
plishments of our parents and grand- 
parents. A generation ago what is 
known, for want of a better name, as 
‘writer's cramp’ Was unknown, and al- 
though it may be satu that we are more 
ageneration of write:s than our tore- 
fathers, if must also be remembered 
that printing was much less used’ then 
than now, that the typewriter was un- 
known, and that many men and women 
wrote ten and twelve hours a day fora 
livelihood. Supposing writer’s cramp 
to be the result of a series of impercept-: 
ible electric shocks, it can easily be 
seen why it was that quill-drivers never 
suffered. The only orelief nowadays 
from that tiresome contraction of the 
muscles called writer's cramp is a first- 
class lead pencil. Many well-known 
authors use a pencil invariably, arguing 
that it is less exertion, and that the 
flow of thought is less interfered with 
than when a penis used. This may be 
correct, but however that may be, it it 
certain that if the pen is mightier than 
the sword, it is certainlv mightier than 
a pencil as a ffnger-ache producer, and, 
unless something equivalent to a quill 
pen is introduced shortly, there will be 
a strong revulsion in favor of pencils 
and pencil writing.’’

APACHE ARROW POISON. 


Still Made as Carefully as When the In- 
Uians Were Without Firearms. 

We are indebted to L. B. Hawks, re- 
cently inthe Government Indian ser- 
vice in Arizona, for a description of the 
manner in which some of the braves in 
the Apache region prepare their deadly 
arrows, says the Pomona (Cal.) Prog- 
ress. Although the Apaches have had 
little or no use for their poisoned weap- 
ons for years, stillthey, because of a 
tribal instinct, each summer go through 
a preparation of their arrow tips as 
carefully and methodically as though 
an old-time war were at hand. 

This work on the arrow is one piece 
of labor thatthe Indian brave will not 
leave to the squaws. He gathers a 
dozen or more rattlesnake heads and 
puts them ina spherical earthen ves- 
sel. With these he puts half a pint 


of a species of large red ant that is 


found in many parts of Arizona. The 
bite of this ant is more poisonous than 
that of a bee. Upon these he pours a 
bit of water and then seals up with 
moist earth the lid of this vessel. He 
then digs a hole two feet deep into the 
ground, in which he builds a roarirg 
fire, and puts in some stones. When 
the interior of the hole and the stones 
are red hot he makes a place in the bot- 
tom for the earthen vessel and puts it 
in. Aboutitand upon it he puts the 
coals and hot stones, and upon the top 
he builds a fierce fire and keeps it up 
for twenty-four hours. Then he digs 
out his vessel, and, standing off with a 
long pole, he disengages the top and 
lets the fumes escape. The Indian in- 
sists thatif the fumes should come in 
his face they would kill him. The mass 
left at the bottom of the vessel is a 
dark brown paste. 

To test the efficacy of his concoction 
Mr. Hawks has seen an Indian with a 
hunting knife make a cut in his leg, 
just below the knee, and let the blood 
run down to his ankle. Then taking a 
stick he dipped it into the poison and 
touched the descending blood at the 
ankle. Itimmediately began to sizzle, 
as if it were cooking the blood, and the 
poison followed the blood right up the 
leg, sizzling its way, until the Indian 
scrapped the blood off withaknife. The 
savage assured Mr. Hawks that had he 
allowed the poison to reach the mouth 
of the wound he would have been a 
dead man in‘itwenty minutes. 


COLOR OF WARSHIPS. 


American Vessels Painted White Because 
Black is Much Hotter. 

Secretary Herbert said a few days 
ago that, while he had not recovered 
from the effects of the grip, from which 
he was suffering during the naval 
parade review ceremoniés, he was 
nearly over it and able to attend to the 
duties of his office. } 

“While the grip prevented me from 
taking partin all the features of the 
celebration,’’ he said, ‘I saw enough of 
ittoconvince meof its magnificence, 
and to impress me with its importance 
as aneventin the history of our navy 
and our country. I think any man 
might well feel proud to be Secretary 
ofthe Navy, with such a fleet as ours 
was, and with the representatives of 
so many of the navies of the world 
joining in the events of the Columbian 
week. The opportunities for inspect- 
ing the cruisers of so many nations 
and comparing them with our own 
were of importance, and the results, I 
doubt not, willbe valuable. Iregret 
that the New York could not have been 
ready for the parade.”’ 

‘‘Some comment has been heard over 
the fact that the American vessels were 
the only ones which are painted white,”’ 
said a New York Times man. 

‘There seems to be a misapprehen- 
sion in the minds of many people,’’ he 
said ‘‘as to why the American cruisers 
are painted white. While it is true 
that a white vessel makes a more con- 
spicuous target thana black one, and 
that a black one may escape observa- 
tion at night when a white one could 
not, the white on the American ves- 
sels is a ‘peace’ color. In time of 
war they could be made black. They 
are white now, not because of any law 
requiring thatcolor. The question of 
color is controlled by the Secretary of 
the Navy. It has been found that in 
hot weather in summer, or’ when the 
vessels are in tropical waters, the heat 
in the interior of a black ship is consid- 
erably greater thanin a white one. In 
a black ship the degree of heat in the 
sleeping apartments is almost unendur- 
able, and it was partly for the comfort 
and health of the men aboard that 
white was adopted.’’ 


Delicate Weights in a Mint. 
[New Orleans Times-Democrat.] 

Sixteen one-hundredths of a grain in 
weight is enough to make trouble and 
work for mint officials. After,the silver 
pieces are coined a small number are 
examined and weighed by the super- 
visor’s office before the lot is received. 
Then two pieces are sent on to the di- 
rector at Washington, by whom they 
are weighed. Out of a lot of 5000 10- 
cent silver pieces recently coined in 
this city Supervisor Smyth failed to 
draw from the lot any that was not to 
the requirements in every way, and 
accordingly drew out of the lot two 
more dimes and sent them to Washing- 
ton. There ore of them was found to 


be sixteen one-hundredths of a grain 


light, of which fact Dr. Smyth was ac- 
cordingly notified. This necessitated 
the reweighing of the whole lot, in 
which only a dozen or so were found 
not to be in compliance with the weight 
regulations. 


Real Chinese Names Not Kaown,

The 
Santa Fé announces that the one way 
rate, beginning today, from California 
pointsto Chicago willbe $538.25 for 
first-class, and $49.25 for second-class 
passage. This is not a great reduction, 
but as the rate is gradually coming 
down a couple of dollars ata time, 
there may yet be hope for the long- 
expected cheap tickets tothe World’s 
Fair. 


TO ABOLISH OUTSIDE OFFICES. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Sat- 
urday has this: Areport gained circa- 
lation yesterday that the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad was 
making cuts of 815 and $20 on first- 
class round-trip World's Fair tickets. 
The report was not contradicted at the 
oftice of the company, and is of special 
interest to persons desirous of paying a 
visit to Chicago, as it means that the 
other roads will meet the cut and a 
first-class passenger rate war will be 
thus inaugurated. For the past two, 
days the wires between this city and 
the head offices of the transcontinental 
railway lines, represented by agents in 
San Francisco, have been kept hot with 
dispatches.

The strongest argument now ad- 
vanced is that the roads to the Missouri 
River are on the verge of a red-hot 
passenger-rate war, which will result in 
heavy cuts in fares and a corresponding 
loss of revenue to the companies. This, 
the Southern Pacific urges, may be 
averted by the consolidation of the 
agencies, and the heavy cost of main- 
taining the latter also saved. 

The one big office scheme involves the 
holding by each of the roads repre- 
sented here of one géneratiagent only 
in this city, who probabl¥ ‘Would repre- 
sent his company for the Pacific Coast. 
Ali the other appointees of the main 
office will be recalled if the central 
office plan goes into effect. Clerks and 
otheg subordinates will be dismissed. 
The agencies which will be mainly 
affected by the change are known as 
the coupon ticket offices, and are the 
Northern Pacific, Union Pacific, Atchi- 


‘son, Topeka and Santa F¢é,. and-the 


Denver and Rio Grande, The closing 
of these offices would naturally be fol- 
lowed by the discontinuatce of about 
fifteen other agencies of roads in this 
city. 

The minor offices are said to favor the 
scheme on the ground that their reve- 
nues would be increased under the plan 
of division of business proposed by the 
Southern Pacific. The larger offices 
now doing a heavy business are said to 
be opposed to the one-office plan, 
believing that their revenues, which 
are now kept at a high’ figure by their 
agents, would be materially reduced by 
the change. 

TO OUTWIT TRAINROBBERS. 

To a San Francisco reporter General 
Superintendent Fillmore of the South- 
ern Pacific gave his version of the 
cause of the brief strike at Bakersfield ‘ 
last Friday, saying: ‘‘We paid off the 
men in the western division of the road 
on Thursday, and the pay car passed 
through Bakersfield at 9 a.m. Friday 
onits way to Los Angeles. A little 
later in the day I received a telegram 
from the superintendent of the San 
Joaquin division that the men in the 
shops at Bakersfield andthetrain hands 
at that point had gone on a strike be- 
cause the pay car passed through with- 
out stopping to pay them off. Now) if 
the car had stopped at Bakersfield it 
could not have pail the men, because 
there was no money on board. The 
money to pay the men was on the train 
following the car, and they could not 
have been paid until it reached there. 
For our own protection and for reasons 
that are obvious we do not follow the 
same route two months in succession in 
paying off the men. For example, the 
pay car may be run to the end of the 
line, El Paso, and the men paid off 
along the line on the returntrip: The 
next month the men may be paid off on 
the down trip. The pay car this month 
was under orders to proceed to Los An- 
geles and receive the money there, and 
then pay off in the San Joaquin division 
on the réturn trip.’’ ia 

ENPLOYES OFFERED STOCK. 

Officials and employés of the Illinois 
Central road have had submitted to 
them by President Fish a proposition 
by which they may become stockholders 
oneasy terms. The idea is that by 
creating a community ef interest con- 
siderable saving may be effected in 
every department of the service, while 
the employés are aided in securing 
property they could not obtain in any 
other way. The company will assist 
any officer or employé to buy one share 
ofstock at atime at the fair market 
price to be fixed when application is 
made, the purchaser to pay for his 
shares in sums of $5 or multiples 
thereof. On the amountsso paid inter- 
est will be credited at the rate of 4 
percent., and when the sum at the 


credit of the purchaser amounts to the 


price at which the stock was bought he 
shall receive a certificate for his share 
of stock and may then begin the pur- 
chase of another share. Any one mak- 
ing payments on this plan may have his 
money returned to him with interest on 
application. In case a purchaser leaves 
the service of the company he must 
then either payin full for his share 
and receive a certiticate therefor or 
take his money with interest accrued 
to the date of his leaving the service.

The Chinese Question. 


The Chinese question assumes a more 
complicated phase from day to day. 
There is an evident indisposition on 
part of the higher authorities to carry 
out a law which they did not think 
would ever need to be enforced. Now 
comes news in a dispatch from Wash- 
ington, printed in our telegraph col- 
umns today, which adds an element of 
uncertainty to the situation, and will 
certainly tend to strengthen the posi- 
tion of the opponents of the law. 

A volume of foreign relations for 
1892, just published, contains a case 
in point where a naturalized Austrian 
citizen of the United States was notified 
that he would be expelled from Austria. 
A correspondence between the two 
countries ensued. The Austrian gov- 
ernment expressed views in accordance 
with those of. Justice Gray in the Chi- 
mese case—that every State has the 
right to expel foreigners from its terri- 
tory for reasons stated. Thereupon 
our Minister at Vienna notified the Aus- 
trian government that the United 
States could not accept such an inter- 
pretation of the treaty. In this he was 
supported by our Government. 

Other developments are arising 
which; must soon bring this Chinese 
question to the Yront for decision, one 
way or the other. As narrated in yes- 
terday’s Truss, Commissioner Van 
Dyke granted a warrant for a China- 
man who, it is claimed, is unlawfully in 
the United States. This warrant was 
given to United States District Attorney 


Denis, who, however, refused to deliver | 


it to the Marshal until. he received 
further instructions from Washington, 
for which he telegraphed, but which up 
todate have not arrived. 2 

' Farthermore, it appears probable 
that this question is likely soon to in- 
volve our northern neighbor, which has 
smuggled so many Chinese into United 
States territory during the past couple 
of years. A dispatch from New West- 
minster, B. C., printed this morning, 
gives information of a great miass- 
meeting of fishermen to discuss the 
wholesale naturalization of Chinese and 
Japanese, for the purpose of getting 
fishing licenses. It appears that these 
Asiatics have not only been supplant- 
ing white men in the canneries, but 
even native Indians. 24 

This Chinese question is in several re- 
spects a peculiar and unprecedented 
one. The United States passed a law 
for the registration of all Chinese in 
the country. A few complied with the 
law, but the great majority did not. 
Why? Not because they had any ob- 
jection to doing so; not because they 
wished to defy the Government of a 
country in which they make a living 
which would be considered princely in 
China, but simply because they were or- 
dered not to register by the Six Compa- 
nies—those wealthy and all-powerful 
autocrats, who maintain in San Fran- 
cisco an imperium in imperio, collecting 
tribute from every Chinaman in the 
United States, and issuing mandates to 
disobey which means death at the hands 
of a highbinder. The great mass of 
Chinamen in this country know as little 
about the Constitution and laws of the 
United States as an Apache Indian does 
of the doctrine of predestination. 
They get their orders from the Six Com- 
panies and obey them. 

Now, the Government isin a quan- 
dary, because, even supposing its 
intention is good, the means are lack- 
ing for this wholesale deportation. At 
the same time, the law has been passed, 
has been declared constitutional, has 
been wilfully disregarded and must be 
enforced. This country cannot afford 
totamely submit to such an affront. 
Technically, the ignorant coolies who 
have failed to register are, of course, 
guilty. Practically, they are merely 
tools in the hands of the San Francisco 
companies. 

As away outof this dilemma, how 
would it be to start in by arresting the 
heads of these Six Companies for con- 
spiracy in advising the Chinese to dis- 
regard the laws of the United States, 
and to give them a few years in jail? 


Then, those murderous thugs, 
the highbinders, ought to be de- 
ported. There are funds enough 


available for this purpose, and the po- 
lice can locate them within twentv-four 
hours. Having disposed of these unde- 
sirable elements, if Congress saw fit, it 
might extend the time for registration 
six months, and few of the Chinese 
would fail to avail themselves of the 
opportunity. Then a sharp lookout 
should be maintained for those who at- 
tempt to smuggle themselves into the 
country. With the growing aversion 
to the Asiatics in Canada, this would 
not be so difficult a task as it has been. 

It isgeneraily conceded by reason- 
able men that the United States can 
safely absorb the industrious class of 
Chinamen now ,in the country. What 
is most dreaded isan unlimited incur- 
sion of the ‘‘little brown men.*’ The 
pian outlined would conserve the dig- 
nitv of the United States, rid the coun- 
try of a dangerous element. and dis- 
tribute punishment where it is deserved.

Whittier and the Poppies. 
{Knowlton in the Chicago Record.] 

The poet Whittier was color blind, 
although his friends ,enerally may not 
have suspected the fact. Certainly his 
poetry was far from colorless. There 
is the scarlet sound of trumpets in his 
war poems and no lack of brilliancy in 
his poems of nature. I first knewof his 
lack in this wise: 

I had aes a little room in what 
was was known as ‘‘Celia Thaxter’s 
cottage’’ at Appledore; but on my 
arrival I found that Mr. Whittier had 
been ‘‘moved by the spirit’? to make a 
few days’ visit at this delectable sum- 
mer resort, relying on the kindness of 
friends to find him a quiet corner. It 
was my privilege to give up my room to 
him, and Mrs. Thaxter kindly wel- 
comed me to hers. 

Both poet and poetess were early 
risers, and ‘Mrs. Thaxter would come 
breezily into the parlor in white 
morning gown, bringing a wealth of 
blossoms and vines from her garden. 
Mr. Whittier would be sitting on the 
sofa absorbed in the last new poet, 
yrhose fledgling was sure to be found on 
Mrs. Thaxter’s table. 

One morning she appeared with her 


hands full of scarlet poppies, of unusual 


size and hue. 


‘Aren’t these superb?’’ she ex- 
claimed. 

“Yes,”?> was Mr. Whittier’s quiet 
response. “But why do you gather 
them?’’ 


‘‘Because they are sosplendid. Did 
you ever see such a gorgeous red?’ 

‘‘Red!’’ exclaimed Mr. Whittier; ‘‘do 
you call that red? To me the flowers 
seem rather gray; only a little brighter 
than the leaves.”’ 

And then we realized that the poet 
was color blind; and that perhaps 
accounted in part for those wondrous 
introspective eyes. If the world looked 
“gray” to him, no wonder he gazed 
within and saw visions which were in 
part denied to his outward eye. Possi- 
bly his Quaker life and traditions were 
in part responsible.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Dr. Thomson on “Christ's Unan- 
swered Prayer.” 


An Eloquent Sermon Before a Large 
and Appreciative Audience. 


Dr. Read’s Discourse 
First Baptist Church.

A large congregation listened to a 
sermon on ‘Christ's Unanswered 
Prayer,’ from Mark xiv, 86, preached 
by Rev. J. S. Thomson of the Church of 
the Unity, yesterday morning. God 
did not answer Christ’s most earnest 
prayer, nor does He always answer our 
intense petitions in. our way; but He 
does answer them in his larger and di- 
viner way, as we see in the answer 
which God has given to Christ’s prayer 
in the triumphs of the Christian Church. 
When God refuses to answer which we 
expect, He does so for good and wise 
purposes. He has Better answers for 
us in the future. The text shows 
plainly that there was a conflict be- 
tween God’s will and Christ’s will, and 
that Christ’s will had to yield to God’s. 
Neither God nor his laws can be 
changed by our payers; but prayer is 
obedience to spiritual laws, and makes 
the conditions for receiving certain 
blessings which could be received no 
other way. The child, the boy, the 
young man, must die so that the 


mature man can appear. ‘‘We die 
daily.”” So the soul grows too 
big for this earth, and death 


is the door_ to fuller life, to the 
mightier activities of the unseen world. 
The structure of the body andthe nat- 
ural demands of the mind show that 
we were created to die and enter ‘‘the 
liberty of God’s children’”’ in mansions 
above. Tolstoi is now a _ socialistic 
crank, and a cas@of arrested develop- 
ment, because he did not go years ago 
out of Russia to live in some _ progres- 
sive and practical country where his 
genius might have continued to grow. 
Paul longed for death so that his 
mighty soul could expand itself in 
heaven. The cup which Christ had to 
drink was the sense of awful forsaken- 
ness. when the darkness shut out “from 
his soul nature, human, and angelic 
companionship, as the consciousness of 
God’s loving presence. This found ex- 
pression in the terrible words, ‘‘My 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?”’ He 
died of a broken heart from absolute 
loneliness. We have a leader that can 
be trusted; for He bore the severest test 
ever applied tothe spirit, Human na- 
ture in Christ conqué¥ed loneliness, 
death and the grave. 

Next Sunday morning’s subject is 
“Christian Science.”’ 

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

Rev. Dr. Readin his sermon at the 
First Baptist*Church yesterday morn- 
ing spoke of some of the lessons to be 


learned from the sufferings of Christ at 


the time of the crucifixion. 

In beginning, the preacher called at- 
tention to how, in ancient times, a per- 
son who had touched a dead body’was 
ceremonially unclean until he had gone 
through with certain forms, after which 
ceremonies all his former rights would 
be restored to him. 

The blood of bulls and goats had great 
ceremonial efficacy in such cases. If 
the blood of animals had such power 
how much more power had'the blood of 
Christ in taking away sin? Christ did 
not offer Himself ‘to men.. He. offered 
Himself to God.;.The justice of God 
and the atonement must be given be- 
fore mercy can be grante@. The cross 
not only challenges “but’ wins the love 
of men, and love is the constraining 
motive of obedience. 

The cross also appeals to one’s sym- 
pathy when the suffering thereon is 
considered. A man will give -every- 
thing he has: fcr his life, but the teach- 
ing of Christ’s death is that there is 
something greater than this life. The 
giving up by manyjmen of their lives is 
an example of that fact. 

CENTRAL M. E. CHURCH. 

Rev. IL. L. Spencer preached at the 
Central Methodist Episcopal Church 
yesterday from Acts xvii, 6, ‘These 
that have turned the world upside down 
have come hither also.’’ 

The cause of these words and of the 
excitement in the city of Thessalonica 
was the preaching of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ by Paul. The preaching of 
Christ’s gospel always causes excite- 
ment, and, as Thessalonica was on this 
occasion fired with a blaze of excite- 
ment over the preaching of Paul, so it 
has beenon every occasion when the 
gospel has been preached with the true 
power from the holy ghost.

feet. Her draft, which is enormous, is 
doubtless the Fo ever put ona 
racing yacht. e aim of the design- 
ers would seem to’ be tod obtain the 
greatest power possible on the least 
displacement. The Pilgrim has a 
larger sail plan than the sloop 
Volunteer had. She has only about 
twenty tons of lead in the place of 
seventy tons carried by the Herreshoff

He first came into 
fame at the games of the Western 
championship at Detroit in 1890, 
where he defeated John Owen in 
a 100-yard dash.

LONG BICYCLE RIDE. 

A New York special of June 2 sa ; 
Thomas G. Allen of Ferguson, Mo., a 
William Sachtelben of Alton, IIL, have 
just finished a bicycle trip around the 
world which was begun in the summer 
of 1890. They are in splendid health. 
The feat is remarkable for a number oi 
reasons, not the least interesting ot 
which isthat the young -men made the 
ascent of Mt. Ararat. They were the 
first men toride ona bicycle through 
China, their road including the great 
Gobi desert. 

They started from St. Louis, and, 
wheeling to this city, took passage for 
Liverpool. They went over the British 
Isles, and from there to France, touch. 
ing atallthe chief cities. From there 
they followed the Riviera along the 
Mediterranean to Genoa, Rome and 
Milan. After making a_ brief stay 
at Milan, they continued on to Con. 
stantinople. I’rom there their road 
lay through Turkey to Asia Minor. 
Persia was next visited, and Teheran 
was passed. The roads were in such 
bad shape that they laid up at Tash. 
kend, Turkestan, from November 18, 
1891, until May 7, 1892. 

They obtained passports through 
China at Vernoe, and went by way of 
Urmtai to the border of the Gold desert 
at Hami, and thence to Sunchau. They 
finally arrived at Peking, where a brief 
stop was made, and then they journeyed 


to Shanghai. They sailed from there - 


to Yokohama, and from thence to Van- 
couver. San Francisco was reached 
December 22 of last year. 

The rest of their trip was through 
Southern California, Arizona and Mex- 
ico, andin the latter part of March 
they reached St. Louis, their starting 
point. The cyclists started to ride 
tothis city and wind up their trip, 
which was ended when they reached 
here this afternoon. They will be the 
guests of the local wheelmen for a 
week or so.

CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


4n Encouraging Outlook for Big Crops 
This Year. 

The San Francisco Call of Friday 
svening says: 

The outlook for this year’s fruit crop 
zenerally, taking the incoming reports 
from Watious districts as a basis, is 
regarded by the local dealers as very 
good, except in black cherries and 
apricots, 

Canners and shippers have been buy- 
ing up cherries freely during the last 
few days, and it is understood that they 
have been paying from 4 to 5 cents for 
the black and 5 to 7 cents for the 
white and Royal Ann varieties. 

The returns from the Eastern ship- 

ments so far have been very satisfac- 
tory, and are looked upon as an incen- 
tive for heavy shipments forthe bal- 
ance of the cherrv season. 
From a canning standpoint the situa- 
tion has been peculiar. ‘The canners 
nave been claiming that they have 
made few sales, that the market is un- 
usually dull inthe [Iast, and that the 
‘prices offered for future deliveries do 
not warrant the prices asked by the 
farmers, 

fhe apricot crop is reported to be 
quite short, and from present indica- 
tion, if the canners make a pack, they 
will have to come to the terms of the 
farmers’ asking price or pear to it. 

Very favorable reports are coming in 
concerning the peach crop, and the busi- 
ess is expected to be very lively. 

A good crop of pears, and especially 
Lartlett’s, is anticipated, and the pros- 
pects of the plums are fair. 

A good deal will depend on the East- 
trn consumption of these fruits, how- 
ever, but the idea prevailsthat the can- 
ners will not offer very good prices for. 
either peaches or pears. 

Of course, if good returns from the 
first shipments East are made the can- 
» Bers will have to come to the front. 

So far the strawberry crop is very 
light, but the indications for the future 
are better than they have been fora 
long time. 

The raspberry and blackberry crops 
present a very encouraging outlook 
also, and the large number of contracts 
that have already been made are ac- 
cepted as the best evidence to warrant 
the prediction that the producers and 
jobbers are going to do pretty well. 

The canners are already offering 
good figures for currants, of whicha 
good crop is promised, 

The gooseberry business. is about 
_ ended, Prices were. good and nearly 
everything has been sold, 

Considerable interest is centered on 
the prospects for the apple crop, which 
is reported to be very good and heavy 
throughout the State. It is, however, 
a little too early to say much about the 
crop, except that it has set well and 
promises good prices. 

Eastern shippers are making diligent 
inquiries concerning the California 
crops, and the local commission’ mer- 
chants believe that more California 
fruit will be sent East this year than 
ever before. 

A canvass of the diferent commission 
houses this morning found them all 
looking forward in pleasant anticipation 
of a good Eastern business before the 
season is half over, and they say too 
much fruit cannot be sent thither.

“Is not expert testimony often rendere« 
ipracticaliy valueless by the contradiction 
of experts assuming to equal knowledg: 
and between whom the jury is unable to 
discriminate intelligently?” 

“Undoubtedly. That isthe reason why 
I think a reform is needed. The law ought 
to put experts above suspicion, and it onght 
to provide for some means of discriminating 
between dhe competency of experts. 

“The present system isa a failure because 
the experts are employed as partisans, are 
expected to go into court to fight for their 
own side and egainst the other side, and il 
they maintain, as they should do, a perfect- 
dy impartial and judicial attitude and ad- 
mit something that is damaging to their \ 
side, they are considered to be disloyal. 

“The theory of the law is that the quali- 
ties of an expert can be determined by cross 
Examination, but this isa fallacy, for there 
are few lawyers—not one out of a thonsand 
“who will coach themse!ves for the task, 
and there are evey fewer lawyers who are 
tapable of mast“nx the subject in such a 
short space of time.” 
| “Whatnew plan would you suggest?” Dr. 
Gray was asked. 

' “I bave two plans,” he replied, “which 1 
believe would go far to remedy the evils of 
the present method of taking expert testi 


ony.

A Fow Points on the New Business 
Directory. 


A Convenient, Though Not Perfect, Work. 
Some Figures from It—Other 
News, Personal and 
Otherwise. 


The first business directory of Pasadena 
alone, the work of a Los Angeles firm, is 
being distributed to its subscribers here. 
It makes a volume of something over two 
hundred pages, and is embellished with a 
map or two, which assists in making clear 
the relative points treated of in the work. 

There is qiite a general inclination man- 
ifested to criticise the work as failing 
below the expectations with which its 
appearance bas been awaited; nor is it so 
wholly meritorious in its execution as to 
disarm criticism. Perhaps the two most 
vulnerable points are its incomplete- 
ness and the careless manner in which the 
proofsheets were evidently passed. The 
scope ot the work was broadly outlined, 
and had sufficient time been given in which 
to work fully up to the prospectus, it 
would have constituted a book of much 
greater practical value than now. 

Failing, however, to come quite up to the 
expected standard, the work is still one 
which will prove of great convenience to 
all, and is undoubtedly fully worth its cost 
to many, if nota large majority of its sub- 
scribers. It contains a list of the leading 
business blacks, the official rosters of the 
city, the Board of Trade, the various legal, 
church aud civic organizations, and a mass 
of similar information tabulated in conven- 
fent form ready for reference, including 
an elaborate street and avenue guide. 

In its preface the work credits Pasadena 
and its suburbs with a population of 10,-. 
000 souls, probably a very fair estimate. 
It is a little @isappointing, therefore, to 
find that under the business classification 
list there is only,made a showing of about 
five hundred and fitty’ business men, firms 
and corporations, while the directory 
proper, which, for its practical value, 
should be accurate ahd complete, shows 
only'atrifie over five thousand names, in- 
cluding South Pasadena. 

There have to be first things, and 
they are seldom . periect. Itis high time 

that Pasadena- had a directory of her own, 
and now that the ice has. been broken, 
other editions will follow, and improvement 
in compilation and publication will come 
along with them.

The New Barnch Road of the Southern 
Pacific. 

The new branch of the Southern Pacific 
Company between Pomona and Riverside 
now seems an assured success. All ob- 
stacles have about been removed, and work 
will be begun at once. The trouble all 
along has been thatthe property owners 
along Reservoir street have been opposed 
to the new line, because, as they said, the 
street Was a narrow one, and a railroad 
would practically close it. On Saturday 
night, however, the property owners held 
a meetiig at the City Hall and demon- 
strated the fact that there were no old 
moss-backs who were simply opposed to 
railroads on any and all grounds. Very 
few, if any, such people live in Pomona.

Many of the citizens —good citizens, too--- 
are wondering what the duties of the City 
Attorney may be. They have held that it 
is one of his duties to assist in enforcing 
the city laws, but have about come to the 
conclusion that they have entertained a 
wrong view of it. Some now say that he is 
employed by the city, at a salary double 
that paid by some towns of a larger size, 
for the purpose of promoting the enforce- 
ment of the laws of the city. His action in 
several instances recently would indicate 
that he will not, if be can avoidit, bring an 
action under ordinances which he framed. 
His attitude toward a couple of book can- 
vassers about a year ago, his decision in 
the dog lieense law, his refusal to bring an 
action against the violators of the liquor 
license ordinance, and refusal to coéperate 
in abating a cesspool nuisance, all point 
in that direction. The last named 
is the most recent, and the one 
about which many citizens and 
se veralof the city officers are much con- 
cerned just now. It seems that there is, 
back of the old motor depot, upon the prop. 
erty of George Crafts, a cesspool which re- 
ceives sewage from about a dozen families, 
and is filled and overflowing, menacing the 
health of the neighborhood. Permitting 
such a state of affairs to exist is constituted 
a misdemeanor in this city. The City 
Health Officer went to the City Attorney to 
secure his assistance in the matter, but the 
latter refused to formulate the complaint, 
stating that it is useless for the citv to go 
to the expense and bother of a suit in the 
matter. Ashe cannot secure the assist- 
ance of tne City Attorney, the Health Oji- 
cer says he will go to the District Attorney 
and have action brought under. the- State 
law, for he cannot permit such a condition 
of affairs to remain unremedied.

What It Should Be.

SANTA ANA. 

From information at hand Orange county 
at the great fair in Chicago is not 
what it should be. But from all that 
can be learned the representatives from 
this county at Chicago are in no way re- 
sponsible for the existing state of affairs. 
Toall appearances they have been and are 
doing all they can to make Orange county's 
exhibit compare favorably with those of 
the other southern counties. In the pre- 
pared fruit in glass jars and dried fruits 
Orange county holds up well with any of the 
other counties, and makesor will make, 
when opportunity affords for a liberal dis- 
play, a good showing. 

What is needed now more than anything 
else is a creditable display of that fruft 
from which the county derives its name— 
oranges. From some misunderstanding 
between the representatives of the different 
counties in the Southern Cajifornia World's 
Fair Association, the six southern counties 
are not making their citrus exhibit to- 
gether, as was tirst’the intention of the as. 
sociation, but which afterward was 
changed and arranged so asto permit Santa 
Barbara county to make a separate exhibit, 
if the peoplesodesired. Orange county, not 
having a very large sum of money set apart 
for exhibit purposes, and, believing that the 
citrus exbibit of Southern California would 
all be together, did not make any special 
effort in arranging fora display of citrus 
fruits. As a result of this neglect—for 
such it has proved to be—the county is left 
with a citrus exhibit which, as a matter of 
fact, is worse than none at all. These are 
ts em facts, but the quicker they are 

nown by the public the Wetter, tor a 
knowledge of the existing state of affairs 
in time may resultin arrangements being 
made yet for a citrus exhibit that will be a 
credittothe county. The Orange County 
World's Fair Association would do well to 
callameeting immedcjateiy for this pur- 
pose. There is money in the treasury of 
the association amply sufficient, and more, 
to stock the exhibit at Chicago with fresh 
fruit,and keep itin a manner that wouid 
be creditable tothe county. There is nouse 
in waiting for the frvit-growers and farm- 
ers to donate their products to senicto 
the fair, forthey will notdo it. If neces- 
sary—and it certainly is ina this instance— 
a man should be sent out over the country 
to select the very best products the country 
affords, and the’same should be forthwith 
sent to the Windy City to join the ‘exhibit 
from one of the best little counties in the 
State. Orange county isallright ahd so 
are its products, but the exhibit at Chicago 
is incomplete, and it behooves the people 
of the county to see that Manager Joplin 
and his assistan{s are given an opporfunity 
to show to the world the really wonderful 
products of Orange, the joker county inthe 
State. If this be done, Orange county will, 
in time, reapthe benefit, and the ‘chronic 
kickers"’ will fail in their effort to con- 
vince the people that the trouble was on ac- 
count of the efforts of residents of Los An- 
geles and other counties who conspired 
against the county and who always did 
**nave it in’’ for the county as well as the 
people who reside therein.

Will the Fair Pay? 
Blade. | 

The financial question is attracting 
much attention on the part of the man- 
agers of the World’sFair. The average 
attendance since the fair opened has 
been about 34,000 paid admissions per 
day—or about $16,500 perday. Bat it 
will require an average of $45,000 per 
day, for six days per:week, during the 
whole six months of the exposition, to 
pay its running expenses. That means 
90,000 aduit admissions at 50 cents 
each perday. The fair has been open 
three weeks, and has averaged only 
one-third ofthe necessary number of 
admissions to make it pay expenses. 
Hence, it will require more than 90,- 
O00 admissions per day to come ont 
even, and have it pay its own expenses. 
Of course, the big attendance months 
will be June, July and August; but a 
protacted season of bad weather, or 
anything else which will prevent people 
attending in mvriads, will cause ote 
fair to feilin paying its running (¢x- 
penses. ‘Then the money paid for con- 
cessions willlave to be used to make 
up the deficit, and consequently the 
stockholders lose what small chance 
they now haye of making any interest 
whatever on theirinvestment. As it 


——- 


is, if the fair pays its own running ex-. 


penses, the sums received from con- 
cessionaries will be the only hope of 
any interest on the stock; and to pay 
its way it will require an attendance 
four times as great as that at the 
Philadelphia Centennial, as the World's 
Fair will cost about $42,000,000, 
while the Centennial cost only about 
$8,000,000.

COMING TO CALIFORNIA. 


Exodus of Negroes from the South— 
Statement from John 8. Lovell. 

Some weeks ago Tue Times reprinted 
from the San Francisco Examiner a 
special from Chattanooga, Tenn., giving 
what purported to be the details of an 
exodus of negroes from the South, under 
the direction of John S. Lovell of that 
place. 


Mr. Lovell has written a-letter to, 


Tae Times denying certain of the pub- 
lished statements, in which he says 
that the better class of the colored peo- 
ple about there are becoming restless, 
and are looking for a place where they 
will be secure from lynching. He cites 
a number of instances of that sort, and 
says thattrial by jury and conviction 
for any crime charged seems unneces- 
sary, for as soon as accused a mob of 
fiendish men glut their love of cruelty 
by killing or injuring a negro without 
iuterference, and with but slight pro- 
test, fromthe better element of the 
whites. 

Ween traveling the good, bad and in- 
different are herded together in dirty 
cars next to the engines and charged 
first-class fare. He believes that there 
aretoo many colored people inthe South 
and that they need to go to newer 
States and Territories to get homes. 
He states further that the opposition 
will .resort to various means to check, 
if possible, the tide of emigration that 
is sure to follow such a state of affairs. 

As foxy the negroes employing Chin- 
ese and purchasing farms as claimed in 
the article alluded to, he deneunces the 
statement as a base fabrication. 

In alettertoa certain gentleman in 
this city he states that he is arranging 
for anexcursion on which to bring a 
wumber of negroes here.

STRIKING BAKERS. 


Attempted Boycott on Three Leading 
Establishments. 


Plain Statement of the Situation by Louls 
Ebinger—Why the Master Ba- 
kers Resumed Night 
Work. 


The bakers’ strike has not been set- 
tled, and the union is trying to runa 
boycott against the firms which, after a 
fair trial, have been compelled, in order 
to protect themselves and supply their 
customers, to go back to night work. 
Of course the great majority of the 
bakeries are running on night work, 
but as they are, in most cases, small 
concerns, in which the proprietors do a 
good share of the work, no attention is 
being paid to them, all efforts being 
concentrated against the three larger 


establishments. The following plain, 


straightforward statement from Louis 
Ebinger fullv explains the situation: 

To the public: As I have been represented 
in the little sheet sent out by the striking 
bakers.as and as having an 
‘unclean bakery,’’ ask any citizen or com- 
mittee to inspect my place of business, for 
they will not find it as represented by these 
boycotters. 

1 call on the health inspectors to visit m 
place of business and workshop, and I will 
leave the result to men of honor. 

I did sign an agreement to test the day- 
work experiment, expecting it to be satis- 
factory. On account of my men having 
been taken out on the strike at 8 o'clock in 
the morning, the labor union ordered them 
back to work again; that is, on the ten- 
hour basis. We have tried our two weeks’ 
day work with the bakers, but found it im- 
practicable to bake bread, pies, cakes, etc.. 
at the same time, as it is impossible for the 
ovens to turn out the amount of work re- 
quired, no matter how many menI might 
employ. 

Under the plan to which we object the 
bakers must have their dough ready at 2 
o'clock on Monday morning. They are up 
all that night and until 6 p.m. of the same 
day, and at Meek's bakery they have 
worked until 9 o'clock on Monday night, 
To put such long hours on my men would 
be slavery. and would not result in satis- 
faction either to the employés or tothe 
customers. 

My men have owned up themselves that 
the work and hours are unusual and ex- 
cessive, asthe unionis attempting to run 
the business at present. They were dis- 
satisfied with the work they were doing at 
the time. I had asked them previously 
whether they could not arrange to do more 
satisfactory work; that is, to turnout their 
material as they had before the talk 
between the bread and cake-bakers and my- 
self, and the reply was that they could not 
do the work in a different manner so 
long as the cake-bakers and bread.bakers 
had to work togetheronthe ovens. lasked 
them to work the same as usual andl 
would give them from eight to nife hours 
and not ask forten hours’ labor. They 
said that they would have a meeting the 
same evening and let me know at what con- 
clusion they had arrived. The union or. 
dered them out the same night from 
Meek's bakery, the Cottage bakery and my 
place. I was informed next morning that 
my bakers were ordered out, and that the 
others had been also. 

I then went to work to run my business 
to suit myself, and am now running it asI 
did before the strike occurred. Those 
same men who worked for me for over six 
years, on and off, are now trying to injure 
me and my business. Were they dissatis- 
fied so long as they drew their weekly earn- 
ings? I defy any member“of the Council 
of Labor to question the strikers and see 
whether they were dissatisfied so long as 
they worked for me before this strike oc- 
curred. 

tnot the citizens of Los Angeles mis- 
understand those merchants and others 
who have ven their signatures tothe 
laborers’ side; they must not be blamed 
for this boycotting ot these bakeries at 
present, for they only gave their signatures 
in favor ot day work as an experiment, 
which has been tried, buc did not prove a 
success, 

There are twenty-five other bakeries run- 
ning nights besides my own, but the union 
bakers do not seem to be bothering them- 
selves about these independent shops, or 
care what they are doing.

Cleanliness Next to Insanity.
